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the broken roof and windows Jor many
years past. The windows have had more
than one-hall of the glass broken from
them, and in some instances the sash
itself has been shattered by stones thrown
at the deserted temple, day after day, by
the irreverent *‘ small boy ;™ but still, in
dim letters, almost obliterated by time,
the large arch in front of the place where
the altar used to stind contains the in-
seription, ** The Lord is in Ilis holy tem-
ple: let all the earth bear 1lim.”

The worn out interior of the building
Las, however, been made guile attractive
by the mangers of the fair. The black
walls of the altar reeess have been covered
by large American flags, and smaller ones
almost cover the broken ana shattered
windows. Thase portions of the rained
walls not hid with the flags have been
defily covered with white printing paper,
and in different parts of the anditorium
are placed tables, surmounted by arches,
trimmed in tarletan, evergreen and flowers,
and laden with a great variety of arlicles
such as are usually shown at ladies’ fairs,

Immediately in front of the altar-place,
is a long table filled with fancy, goods,
&e., in charge of Miss Lizzie Malone and
a number of ussistants.

Near the centre of the north wall is a
table in charge of Miss Marie Dryant and
assistants. It is devoled to the sale of
confections, fruits, &e., and contains an
altractive assortment of glass and china-
ware to be voted away. : a

Adjoining it, ncar the door, is the eigar
table in charge of Misses Kate Coyle and
Kate llaberbush.

On the opposite side is the ice-cream
table, in charge of Miss Margaret Ma-
loney.

At couvenient points in the room are
pinced tables, chairs amd benehes for the

mmaodation of the patrons of the fair.

As isusual on the opening night of a
fair, the exhibits were not so well arranged
asmight be. To-day the management is
at work completing the arrangements and
adding new attractions to the exhibition,

THESTORM OF YESTERDAY.

Two Barns Struck by Lightning.

Tae storm of yesterday was very severe
in the southeastern and also in the north-
western part of the county, In this eity,
and south of it, to the west of Quarryville,
it was not, very great, not extending be-
yond a good rain, East of Quarryville
the min was licavy and the lightning
sharp. On the line of the Quarryville
railroad, this side of New [Provideneo, a
tree in a field along the road was shivered
by the lightning. In Bart township the
barn on the farm of Thomas E. Franklin,
esq., between the Green Tiee and Nine
Points, tenanted by Harrison Graham, was
struck at 11 o'ciock in the wmorning,
and burned to  the ground, along with
the wagon shed amde pigz pen. A calf in
the barn was killed by the lightning, but
no other stock was lost : nor was there in
the barn any Garm produce of much valae,
The five bezan under the eaves of the roof
in the plates. The barn had a lightning
rod, put up in 1867 by the Cleveland light-
pines rod company, who gave a written
guarautec to pay all damage by fire oc.
eurring within ten' years. It extended
along the comb of the coof and had a point
rising from it at each end and in the mid
die. Mr. Graham says it was in as good
order as when it was put up, so far as he
could observe. Tiat the lizhtning should
strike it under such circumstances is very
remarkable and certainly will excite wide
comment, and should receive careful in-
vestization, for every oma is iuterested
in knowing whether or no lightning rals
are a protection from lightning.

The property was insured for $1.200 in
the Southern Mutual insurance company,
of this county, which pays, we believe,
three-fourths of the amount insured in
cases of total loss, such as this. The in.
surance will probably cover the loss.

In the northwestern part of the county,
near Elizabethtown, a barn belongins to
DBradley was struck by the  light-
ning and fired, but the fire was readily
extinguished by a boy who reached it in
time. Two valaable horses in it were
killed by the stroke.
